Empty chairs 

It has been a busy season for edu- 
cational chair swapping, with Noel 
EntwhUtio co Edinburgh, Marten 
Shipman to Warwick end Tessa 
B-Iackstone to the London Institute, 
and Neville Bennett has won one of 
the very few chairs for educational 
research. 

But it is proving harder to find 
hew professors of education where 
the work-load Is g»ii\g to be mainly 
of the teacher training type, os it 
is in the Nottingham job at the 
moment. Birmingham and Newcastle 
Universities itave both found it dif- 
ficult this year bo flU such chairs. 

Though you might think there 
would be plenty , of refugees from 
• tim colleges of education with the 
right teacher training background, 
they do not always meet the aca- 
demic criteria. The universities also 
want research experience and pub- 
lications, and it seems that not many 
candidates have the right mix.

It seems that teachers who have 
asked to see tlielr files, believing f 
that they should contain mention or | 
disputes, have been allowed open ^ 
access to the files in the teachers 1 
records section, or even TS13 where 
tbev are mainly concerned with dis- 
ciplinary matters. 

The only snag is that the files 
have turned out to contain no papers 
referring to tho more sensitive mate- 
rial. What they do have in com- 
mon is a red and black sticker on 
tiie front which does not appear 
on overy teacher’s file, and which 
County Hall staff have refused to 
explain except as “ purely adminis- 
trative ", 

At least onfe teacher confronted 
with the dreaded red and black 
sticker has since found another 
teaching job with tho ILEA, which 
confirms die official line that the 
TS13 system does not imply an 
automatic blacklist, but does the 
sticker indicate that controversial 
material has been withdrawn from 
an apparently open record system ? 

Tho ILEA now says that the 
sticker is “a means or- cross-refer- 
ence to indicate that papers might 
be held in other parts of liie depart- 
ment ”, which seems to confirm that 
one. 

It was a system defended, by Dr 
Eric Brioult, then the ILEA's edu- 
cation officer, in a statement pre- 
pared for the TyndaJe disciplinary 
tribunal headed by Gary Blather. 
QC, after Dorothy McColgan had 
complained that sne had not been 
allowed access to secret files. 

"The work of TS1Q Js by its 
nature strictly confidential”, wrote 
Dr BrUijult, ''and can onlv be car- 
ried out effectively If all parties 
involved in an inquiry know that 
any information which they will give 
will be treated in confidence. ... « 
The officers working in the sec- 
tion observe the greatest discretion 
themselves in doallng with all in- 
formation and the tiles kept by 
them are shown only to a very 
limited number of senior officers 
who have to be consulted in partlcu- ‘ 
lor c&seq.*’

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How to manage vandals

It la refreshing to find that rh© 
Government's Central Policy Review 
staff is not allowing itself to get 
cocooned in tho mystique, glamour 
mid remoteness with which 
• others havo tried to clothe the 
Tltink Tank idea. Whatever long- 
term policy studies may bo going 
on, they havo now settled down to 
producing a succession of brief 
reviews which ere models of clarity 
and common sense. 

Lost week’s note on 4 ‘ Vandalism ” 
(page 6), like “ Services for Young 
CndrareA with Working Mothers ”, a 
month oarHer, shows the advantages 
of turning good, fresh minds on to 
subjects that have got bogged down 


• jn bureaucracy or been blocked by 
emotional reactions. 

Vandalism is not new and there iu 
little new to say about it. As tho 
Think Tank found, there are no 
tollable national statistics on its 
incidence, cost, or even who docs 
it, ond ft is probably impossible 
to produce anything accurate, So 
(here is no evidence that it is get- 
ting worse; it is necessary to get 
tiie subject into perspective and 
■concentrate practical measures in 
areas where everyone can see that 
it Is a major problem. 

Local studies support the wide- 
spread impression that - these are 
likely to be inner dty areas, that the 
damage will affect public more than 
private property, council estates will 
suffer most, and especially tower 
blocks and blocks with deck access 
and large semi-public spaces that do 
not belong to anybody. 

According to a Homo Office sur- 


vey a solid three quarters of the 
public believe that parents ore to 
blnmc for their children's vandalism, 
either through lack of control or in- 
terest i half of them also thought it 
was caused by Jack of facilities and 
tilings to do. Only 14 per cent 
blamed lack of control by schools 
or teachers, and a mere 3 per cent 
believed it was because there was 
not enough corporal punishment 
(a belief worth throwing into the 
debate on caning, taking off once 
again in the light of the ZLEA 
report). All too easy then to wring 
the hands at conferences and say 
that vandalism can only be tackled 
as part of wider social problems. 

What the Think Tank nave done is 
to cut tlu-ough this sort of cant; look 
at good practice where it exists (and 
•bbmc local policies have worked) 
and commend a persistent and cost 
effective approach. Preventive 
measures on this basis arc far more 
likely to succeed than retributive 
punisiiment directed at the small 
minority of offenders csuglit. 

Experience in Exeter, Merseyside 
and' Scotland suggests that action 
needs to be orchestrated by local 
authorities but must bring in tea- 
chers, residents, the police, volun- 
tary agencies and the rest of the 
community package. The report 
recommends a dossier of good pre- 
ventive practice that would give 
guidance to them on the most 
effective measures. If the dossier 
could include the Think Tank’s note 
on vandalism, it would provide a 
sound practical back-up for the 
Home Secretary’s next national con- 
ference on the subject.

Tho renewed emphasis on political 
education which schools, youth and 
further education interests ail seem 
agreed upon is glad news for sweaty 
old activists of nil political colours 
concerned about the health of tho 
democracy. 

I want to argue strongly, as edu- 
cationists prepure expanding politi- 
co] studies programmes, for rigor- 
ous attention to do given to the local 
democratic political framework 
which is responsible for the bulk of 
our education system. 

No one but the quite unregenerate 
centralist argues for the abolition 
of elected local education authori- 
ties, yet scepticism about the valuu 
of councillors ~is widespread and 
their role confused and uncertain, 
not least in their own eyes. 

More examination of the roots of 
tide public and professional dis- 
satisfaction must be undertaken if 
councillors arc really to become 
valued representatives of their com 
munities. 

We need much more understand- 
ing oE the way in which the educa- 
tion committee and its sub-commit- 
tees work, of the preparation done 
for them by officers and members— 
the kind of people who became coun- 
cillors and why, the way in which 
they work, the pressures they under- 
go, and roe interaction, or lack of 
It, between councillors and profea- 
slonals, electorate and political 1 
parties. 

In tiie hope of adding a little 
substance to the skeletal existing 
analysis of these questions and ' of 
councillors’ impact and effective- 
ness, I wont to describe here tasks 
undertaken and issues arising dur- 
ing die four-year term 6f office of 
dqo back-bench member of one 
local education authority, 

My workload was obviously atypi- 
cal ft three respects, but la I think, 
otherwise recognizable. Those three 
respects were as follows: the ILEA’a - 
structure is unique— only four 
elected members represent some , 
180,000 Islington people, whereas 
other metropolitan authorities not 
much bigger will have nearer 20 
education Committee members.

Hie second was constantly to 
promote the need for a free flow 
of information and open debating, 
to make possible a public under- 
standing of planning und policy- 
making and eventual decisions (or 
lack of them). In all the work I 
did these two themes emerged time 
after time both at the general and 
individual Level. 

For example, three local estab- 
lishments became the focus for 
important educational arguments 
reaching far beyond the borough. 
An attempt was made in each case 
for all discussion of the problems 
tn be held in secret, deep resent- 
ment followed die inevitable public 
revelation, and the resolution of 
the local issue was consequently 
damagbigly delayed. 

The exomplos are Highbury Hill 
School; where the desire to go com- 
prehensive at three forms of entry 
eventually opened the . way to the 
long overdue ending of selection 
throughout the ILEA; William Tyn- 
dale, which raised central questions 
about the control and accountability 
of education, and the responsiveness 
of the administration; and White 
Lion Street Free School, even today 
obliging the authority to reflect on 
alternative, well-croated ways of 
teaching inner city children. 

As an individual, my prime task 
was to get information mid effec- 
tive action, whether dealing with tiro 
placement of a child in n second- 
ary or special school, complaints of 
blight around a school arising from 
a delayed building programme, or 
obtaining funds for statutory or vol- 
untary schemes,

Caning Scandal’ in London 



An inquiry has been called for into 
tho “scandalous situation " in an 
Inner Loudon school where there 
arc 96 cuuings Tor every 103 boys. 
The plea comas this week from tlie 
Society of Teachers Opposed to 
Physical Punishment following 
newspaper reports on the Authority's 
culling rales. 

The school, which lx un named in 
a report un corporal punishment for 
the Inner Londuu Education Author- 
ity, also beets girls regularly. 

Tlie school is in marked contrast 
to 49 others which were surveyed 
by the authority earlier this year. 
Most fniicr London schools nave 
either glvqn up the attic totally or 
use it only on very rare occnsions. 

The report on caning says : 
“Though .tho majority af schools 
have abandoned corporal punish- 
ment or ilsq it rarely, it is evident 
that iii a few schools the- iuaidonce. 
is -very,

over past yeurs. In 1974 the punish- 
ment rate was fl.EC incidents (or 
each 100 boys, fn 1976 it was 12.57. 

Tho figures show that 1,611 boys 
received corporal punishment, in 
1976-77 in sampled schools. This is 
About 7.5 per com overall, but J3.1 
per cent in schools which kept tho 
cane. The majority were only hie 
once. 15.7 par cent were hit twice 
and 14.8 per cent on three or more 
occasions. 

The “ multi ply-punished " boys 
formed 1.1 per cent of rlie towil 
male roll of the sampled schools 
or 1.95 per cunt of tile boys in 
schools practising corporal punish- 
ment. 

During the survey jt was realized 
that the authorhy's rules ■ could be 
Interpreted ns allowing girls lo he 
canud on. the bottom although this 
was not the intention when the rules 
were fotniulntcd. The ILEA will be 
asked to change it$ rules to forbid 
the -canine of girls anywhere except 
on chcir hat ids.

If it is the teacher’s job to arrive 
punctually, prepare thoroughly and mark 
conscientiously, equally it is the pupils’ 
to plan their evening to reconcile tele- 
vision with homework, to do their work to 
the best of their ability, and to present 
it punctually. 

This important lesson of responsibility 
for one’s own work- will not be learnt 
if all serious work 4s done in the class- 
room with constant encouragement from 
the teacher ; nor if homework is punctu- 
ally and thoroughly done merely under 
the impulse of fear ; nor if so much home- 
work is set that the pupil lias no choices 
to make, but simply works every night ‘ 
from six o'clock till bedtime. 

Finally, homework is a practical 
acknowledgement of the existence of dif- 
ferent styles of learning.

Ir seems to us that the beginnings of 
an answer may be found in a better

Violence is an ever-present part of , 
these boys’ lives, though they do not 
accept it as inevitable or necessarily 
effective. The two boys, for instance, 
admired the affluence of soma of the 
criminal adults of their community, but 
they thought the risk they took of being 
badly beaten up by other mobsters wns 
" stupid”. 

Such working class lads are interpret- 
ing their world and making discrimina- 
tions within it. Theirs is not a passive 
acceptance of all that is offered by theji* 
culture or through the moss media. It is 
on this kind of critical insight that tea- 
chers can surely build. 

However, a culture (in the sense In 
which we are using the term here), as 
well as being a way of Interpreting and 
acting out a view of the world, has its 
own limitations. Paul Willis in Profane 
Culture (Routledge 1978) examines two 
youth cultures, the hippies and the bike- 
boys, and shows how as minority groups 
in opposition to lihe majority culture of 
society at large, thoy created ways of 
life cohesive and satisfying for their 
| needs. 

I The bikeboys, for Instance, built around 
5 die motorbike and rock music a web of 
relationships and rituals which gave 
i meaning and colour to their world. But 
s in some ways their view of the world 
also trapped them into a limited under- 
\ standing of Uiemselves and others. Their 
x attitudes to girls and women were- con- 
temptuous and explorative, and their 
v racism obscene. There waa a kind of 
i nihilism in tlieir attitudes .which left 
e * diem opeu to 'exploitation by political 
d extremists. 


Lock of understanding of their own 
condition led them to a defeated accept- 
ance of poor jobs and prospects. 

Thc bikeboys and the “ lnds " represent 
two segments of working class youth 
( muons the mosL visible, uiid so attrac- 
tive to sociologists) 5 we need to know 
a grout ileal more about the whole range 
of working class youth cultures. To tho 
extent that they are rooted in localities, 
associated with particular kinds of work 
and housing, there are likely to be differ- 
ences in attitudes and strategies for 
survival which will affect their approach 
and response to schooling. An under- 
standing of these particularities is uu 
essential port of the teacher’s resources. 

The work we hove described here 
contributes substantially to this under- 
standing (at any rate of minorities), but 
it is by no means clear how understand- 


ing is to be translated into practice in 
schools. There is a danger that thc more 
delinquent aspects of these youth cul- 
tures will ha seized on as further evi- 
dence of the impossibility of educating 
some working-class children. But it is the 
creative energy and the urge to give 
meaning to experience which should 
impress us. 

A sympathetic understanding of the 


S ’* y of the cultiires which these 
an make for themselves in and out 
of school may lessen the fear or anger 
which we can experience in the face of 
hostile or incomprehensible behaviour. 
However, the oppositional native or 
these cultures is an integral part of them 
— they are a response to the way society 
is, and will persist as long as inequalities 
persist. Tlio responsibility schools have 
is to give space for their expression while 
at the same time carrying out their 
statutory obligation to educate. 

This is appallingly difficult ; but we 
hove to resist any tendency to turn our 
more recalcitrant working class pupils 
into “folk-devils”, With the consequent 
fantasy that if only tiiey could be ex- 
nailed from our schools all would be well.

Lung’s attitude to the Fairy Books 
was a curious ono t he lent his name 
to the enterprise, and supervised 
the contents of each collection, but 
much of the actual work devolved 
on his wife and numerous genteel 
lady assistants.

-Together 
with short-course enrolments, the 
80,000 regular part-time students 
continue to link the polytechnics 
with tlicir local and regional com- 
munities, particularly with industry 
and commerce. The courses aro 
normally “ vocational ”, their suc- 
cessful completion enhances the 
career prospects and effectiveness 
- of ilia student. Non -vocational work 
is more often tlie responsibility of 
the university extra-mural depart- 
ment or the adult education ser- 
vice, alt ho ugh there is some over- 
lap. 

Ta maintain this important part- 
time education it is essential for 
the polytechnic to maintain close 
links wiht both secondary schools 
and tlie further education colleges. 
Not all scliool-leaVora -benefit by 
immediate entry to full-time further 
or higher education. Unhappily, far 
tpD many of those who could so 
benefit never set foot inside an 
educational institution again. Close 
liaison vtfth the secondary school 
teachers allows us to adjust our 
part-time courses in particular ta 
match developments on school cur- 
riculums and modes of teaching. 


Similarly, liaison with the col- 
leges allows a smooth transition 
from part-time further to higher 
education in tlie polytechnics. 
There arc pilot studies between 
some polytechnics and colleges to 
develop new entry qualifications 
which should result in attracting n 
wider social mix of students who 
could benefit from higher educa- 
tion.

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The role of the CN A A in 
teacher training 


By Robert N. Smith 

The substance of the Government's 
plan for the reorganization of 
teacher training in England and 
Wales js now widely known, if not 
accepted. A number of institutions 
recruited their last intakes in 1977, 
others are adjusting to the prob- 
lems which attend a reduced entry, 
and some are coping with pressures 
brought about 'by the amalgamation 
ox several institutions into enlarged 
poly tec Junes or colleges of higher 
education. 

The gradual demise of the ccrtifi- 
cato student and the intention ta 
create an all-gradume profession 
based on a two A level entry has 
| been part of a movement in teacher 
training which has been given fur- 
ther momentum by the radical 
rationalization of the system as a 
whole. 

This rationalization has brought 
new colleges and education depart- 
ments into the CNAA system and 
tias also meant that consideration 
nas had to be (given to the restruc- 
turing of existing BEd courses for 
future re-submission. It is not pos- 
sible here to describe in detail the 
variety of strategies adopted by 
polytechnics since each is in some 
sense unique, The following serves 
as an illustration, however. 

Logistically, the number of main 
level studies that can be supported 
by education students alone has had 
to bo reviewed. The possibility of in- 
tegrating tend ter education with 
other courses has proved to be fruit- 
ful as Institutions capitalize upon 
Opportunities that the resources 
of a polytechnic can provide. For 
some, this integration has meant 
that main study tutors have found 
themselves being allocated and 
teaching outside the immediate en- 
virons of the education faculty or 
department and, conversely, educa- 
tional faculties have found them-

Some poly- 
technics nave attempted to minimize 
these disadvantages through course 
structures which contain a greater 
element of concurrent profess ion u! 
training in a situation where ex ter- 
nal pressures favour consecutive 
patterns. 

Some have sought to integrate 
only the first year of the training 
course with existing non-teaching 
courses and to develop lengthier, 
more professionally based, subse- 
quent years. This has Jed to the 
alternative criticism by some that 
they do not contain sufficient main 
subject work especially in the con- 
text ot secondary teacher educa- 
tion. 

. the demand for the implementa- 
tion of induction programmes and 
for greater in-service provision as 
envisaged in the James report and 
in the 1972 White Paper in recogni- 
tion of the inevitably limited content 
of any initial training course has 
consequently been strengthened, 
and a movement towards a svsteni 
of continuing teacher education is 
beginning to emerge. The develop- 
njent of ip-service provision ulso 
provides further, means of establish- 
Jug viable workloads for staff faced 
with a reduced Intake to the initial 
BEd and accords with the Govern- 
ment s increased notional allowance 
tor each institution for in-service 
training. 

The CNAA is on the way to being 
responsible for validation in about 
one-half of .die public sector institu- 
tions in England with teacher educa- 
tion courses, which now includes 
most of the oolyteelmics. Like the 
institutions themselves dt has had 
to respond to the changing nature of

However, the entry to the three* 
four year Initial training pxogiamme 
is 200 places a year slwred across 
recruitment to courses of training 
for teaching in secondary, middle, 
junior and Infant schools mid 
specialist provision In such shortage 
areas as the teaching of tlie mentally 
handicapped and tlie teaching of 
physical sciences, home economics 
and craft, design and technology. 
Tho number of places for any one 
strand of tiie programme, leading to 
the production of such specialist 
teachers, is therefore, extremely 
limited. , , , „ 

Even though the targets for entry 
are met, die number of teachers 
produced ultimately for teacliing in 
the three-eight age group, say, can 
only be shout 30 while in such 
areas as music and the physical 
sciences, the figure is less than 10. 
The opportunity for employment of 
such mini bars even wltliln tho local 
region is likely to be considerable. 

The period of contraction of 
teacher-training provision since 
1972 has been on opportunity 
nationally to rationalize the entire 

system. hinny of the former 

Inrger urban colleges such os Not- 
tingham College, Sheffield City Col- 
lege, Redlands, City of Leeds and 
Carnegie, have been merged with 
their local polytechnics, but with 
the same stuffs and enhanced re- 
sources. Other colleges have 
grouped into the new insti- 

tutes of higher education, 
but dll writ the many ndvnn- 


istgiis inherent In the larger insnui- 
t in ns. 

There have also been significant 
changes in the nature of the train- 
ing provided in die Institutions con- 
sequent upon cotraction In student 
numbers and the establishment of 
new units. 

But ut far greater importance has 
been the recognition of the neces- 
sity for the theory and academic 
work to he allied to practice to tho 
extent of total integration, the venue 
for this to be the schools them- 
selves. 

Thus, while it is recognized tlfat 
students would wish bo follow their 
chosen academic subject, or group 
nl' subjects, for their own personal 
education and perhaps to liriug that 
expertise to the school in which 
they ultimately loach, the major cle- 
ment of their training tyiJl be in 
the development of tho professional 
aspects necessary for sound class- 
room practice. Indeed, it is now 
appreciated tl&tt the work of this 
kind, based oi\ supervised and pro- 
gressive experience, is of rigorous 
intellectual content and as such can 
play a major part in an honoin's 
degree programme. It is exciting, 
challenging and totally relevant to 
the studies of tlie teacher in train- 
ing. 

Far from representing a career 
cul dc sac for the school leaver In 
the next fc wyeors, teacher training 
is likely to hold out not only sound 
prospects for an opening to the pro- 
fession Lhat it serves but also a 
wide range of opportunity in em- 
ployment in which tlie skills re- 
quired of tlie teacher can be used 
to the full. It will not ha training 
for unemployment but for a variety 
of careers life principal one of which 
will be teaching. <

Knowledge 
and skill 

Vocational relevance is a 
traditional strength of 
polytechnic courses writes 
Geoffrey Middleton 

Tlie polytechnic's traditional 
strengths in vocationally relevant 
fields is amply illustrated by recent 
figures published by tiie Committee 
of Directors of Polytechnics. Hicse 
alrow that nearly 80 per cent of 
higher education in engineering and 
technology, science and matiienin- 
tics, is to be found within tiia 30 
polytechnics, together, with more . 
Chan 70 per cent of administrative, 
business and sophtl studies, while 
cite balance of die students in these 
courses are spread through more 
than 100 institutions. 

With tills massive concentration 
■of the vocationally relevant courses 
it is little wonder that polytechnic 
students p erf o I'm consistfertly well in 
grinlns jobs after qualification with, 
according to recent figures, nearly 
70 per cent entering industry or 
commerce. 

Though degrees are a vital and 
growing sector of polytechnic work, 
the strength of non-degreo work Is 
maintained nnd also growing. With 
nearly 3,000 students gaining FIND 
qira'hficatioiis last year, a 10 per cent 
growth, It is noteworthy tfiot well 
over three-quarters of HND holder? 
went into industry or commerce. 

• In tiie field of part-time study 
growth has also been maintained, 
though, as a pro portion of tiie total 
polytechnic numbers, part-time stu- 
dents have decreased, a trend of 


which the pnlyu-chilic dircctois ure 
mviirc and which is gradually being 
reversed. 

It hns been a characteristic of 
polytechnic development that 
courses have grown to meet indus- 
trial needs, rather than being set up 
to meet academic ambitions. His- 
torically, For example, a marine 
centre niic has Livcrpunl has deve- 
loped courses in nautical science, 
chip building is ail important field 
of study at Sunderland, chemical 
engineering at Tcessidc, textiles at 
Leicester. 

Art and design courses, from 
which studciiLS do well in getting 
Jobs, arc available in most .poly- 
technics and, like many of the other 
courses, spring from local industrial 
needs. At -Stoke-on-Trent, Nor tit 
Staffordshire Polytechnic offers a 
multi-disciplinary desigu course 
which represents a good example of 
a modem course based on a local 
industry. 

Construction is a vocational area 
with many specialisms, Including 


architecture, surveying, building and 
-bufldiiig services, and many levels 
of employment from technician to 


Cull professional. Typical of many 
poly technics, the South Bank Poly- 
technic derives its strength in tills 
front the merging of two well- 
established institutions of nine-' 
teanth-esuturv- origin, Brixtou 
School of Building and the National 
College of -Heating, Ventilation nnd 
Fan Engineering, and offers courses 
at technic ian and professional level 
covering many of tlie needs of the 
construction industry, 

Engineering studies, at both tech- 
nician and professional level, are 
available in rimially all the poly- 
technics. As with other disciplines, 
vocational relevance is the prime 
objective, but rapid chant ges In tech.- 
no logy make this particularly diffi- 
cult ta attain in engineering. The 
new BScfHons) Technology at 
Leicester Polytechnic represents a 


new apprtiuch La vocatiunal relev- 
ance cnuplcd with -i Dlp-IIK in uihnv 
broader entry qiiMlifiaiilcins .uni 
defei meiit uf choice uf spurialisni. 

Coni puier studies represent a 
continually growing new specialism 
with vocational outlets at both 
technician and professional level. 
Several polytechnics — Half iletl .for 
example — offer comprehensive 
opportunities for study with com- 
puter facilities comparable with 
those available anywhere. 

Commercial studies in various 
forms have a long tradition in rhd 
polytechnics. These are now typi- 
fied by tlie courses in business 
studies offered, cu both Higher 
National Diploma and degree level: 
Tlie courses in business studies at 
Bristol Polytecluilc allow specializa- 
tion, for example, in such dlversa 
Holds at marketing research, inter- 
national' ' marketing, ■ tourism . ond 
financial management. • 

. Less to be expected in the poly* 
technics are- vocational courses m 
the arts. Tlie Birmingham School of. 
Music, a constituent college of Bir- 
mingham Polytechnic, offers courses 
for aspiring orchestral musicians.' 

The polytechnics see themselves 
as performing a matching function 
— matching the knowledge and skills- 
of students to the vocational oppor- 
tunities provided by society, -. . 

Size is. important if institutions, 
are to be ablo to provide breadth. of- 
opportunity for those with different 
levels of ability. Flexibility is im- 
portant if they arc to allow indi- 
viduals to find the level 0f_ activity, 
appropriate to their abilities, Tlie 
polytechnics meet both of these 
criteria and retain tlie concern for 
tiio Individual essential in institu- 
tions which, whatever the Impor- 
tance given to vocational relevance, 
are still centres devoted to higher 
education.

or linguists? 


The decision to switch mid-week 
hi n gunge learning broudcnsis ro h 
lute night spot is nlnuiSL impossible 
tu justify in terms of learners’ 
interests. Each year hundreds of 
ihousnnd8 of people follow the 
BBC’s further education radio out- 
put, und until now the service hits 
seemed to be responding as offec- 
lively as possible, given limited 
resources to the many different 
needs of language and level. 

Now, judging from. tbg BBC's own 
advance publicity, nor orily are X 
language services being cm 
is only one new series ilii s y eur 
the excellent Spanish 
■ill the mid-week pmgnimini.-s are 
be ng allocated umiiigs al which 
only habitual insomniacs can learn. 

Why does this reul local ion of 
riming matter? What me the 
specific characteristics of learning a 
language that make it so crucial? 
Ii is true that there is no definitive 
study oil how people lourn 
languages nuri similar iicquKiiive 
skills from radio. 

However, few people who have 
begun to explore the field would 
argue that, with the exception of 
Bulgarian and Russian sleep -leach- 
ing techniques which an- a different 
process altngcthor, learner*. need an 
alert mind. 

They need to uinlilizc all their 
powers of recall from previous 
broadcasts to actively sift ami pro- 
cess now mntei-iiil ; to reinforce the 
new matoriul immediately if it is 
not to bo lost to lhe medium-term 
memory store, und to practise and 
articulate new structures if oral 
competence is to be improved.

It seems tliat virtually all of these 
essential requisites of effective 
learning are being less well ful- 
filled t him last yeur. People who 
have been at work all day nnd are 
conscious of ImviiiR in get up early 
the next morning ure almost t -er- 
lulnly going m fuel more fragile and 
less active at ilmt lionr. 

Muny resum e bus Into ihe inn scuta 
worklims of memory and recall 
ability have pointed to the iinpnrt- 
uncq of early roinforcement. From 
studying the learning puituriuc nf 
home students we know that many 
use the time immediately following 
n broadcast to go over che umicrinl 
Just presented, to learn the key 
phrases, to articulate key responses, 
eltlier to themselves or to others. 

It has become clear, therefore, 
that successful learning from broad- 
casts is not just a function of ilia 
quality of the programmes them- 
selves, but of lhe use the student 
makes of them and the patterns 
he develops to reinforce the points 
introduced. This essential process 
can hardly be as effective at 11 JO 
pm as at the more reasonable broad- 1 
casting times of previous yearfc'

n tent exercises which many 
touchers and linns see as 
heing the limit oE their 
involvement. One also needs 
tn look ut what is actually involved 
ill liaisim between schools and in- 
dustry, und perhaps question the 
activities undertaken and the quali- 
fications uf die people involved. 

Most teachers are aware of the 
wealth of material which tlie multi- 
nationals and die banks, among 
others, make available to schools, 
ranging from wall charts through 
pamphlets to flints. Tlie UBI Re- 
source Centre has listed the major 
sources of this type of material in 
its publication Teaching Materials 
tivailuhie (mm Industry and Com- 
merce and is shortly to publish a 
directory — in conjunction with 
Wood head- Faulkner of Cambridge — 
listing the different items as well 
as identifying other assistance, such 
as speakers und visits. 

On going through this mass of 
n vai lable resources, one is struck 
by three main thoughts. Much is 
covert rocruiunent, some is public 
relations for the company, but little 
is role vu ut to the' curriculum. It 
often does not meet tlie ncedis of 
teachewt In the classroom. 

A simplistic, though acceptable, 
scenario for industry is that it Is 
comprised of dtrec major elements : 
the processes together with the tecti- 
nology used in those processes ; the 
economic factors and tlio vi rally 
important human relationships. 

Most of the cur retit materials 
ignore the lust two end concentrate

Seldom 
are tlie economic or social aspects 
necessary to the development and 
subsequent imp lemum at io a of the 
pruccssL-s mentioned. 

A major criticism which is home 
out by a limited survey recently 
curried nut hy Ultl into teachers’ 
tut it tides towards mute rials and Ser- 
vices provided by industry and 
commerce in that, whatever the 
quality of the material, it was un- 
related to syllabuses being taught. 

Materials therefore tend to be 
used for peripheral interest rather 
than as an integral part of die 
lesson. It also appears that the em- 
phasis lias been on producing mat- 
erials for the older and more aca- 
demic child, with the result that 
both the reading and conceptual 
levels arc too deniundiug for the 
average child. 

These comments concern the 
national scene, but initiatives to 
produce tenening material are 
undertaken locally. The INDEL 
project in Wiltshire and simitar 
ones in Cuntbriu, Sunderland and 
Cambridge, have all produced 
items which can lie used In the 
classroom. 

Like the Working Mathematics 
Group, these involve both teachers 
and people from companies iu the 
planning and writing stages. The 
materials produced arc, therefore, 
not only ones which teachers have 
Identified as being needed, but they 
also liuve the authority of the com- 
panies' experience, and are related 
to the local scene. There is no 
need for them to be glossy, though 
often slides and tapes are included, 

So far we have only been think- 


ing or printing or visudi iiidti-iiuU 
us -tlie resource which limit am 
make available, bill there are 
oLlicri. Visits, speakers, work 
experience schemes, surplus 
equipment and so on can 
provu very vuliiuhlc. Ncvl-i- 
llieless, scflnols und cumpoiiiCH 
do recount iiiifortunniu experiences 
because of a failure uf one K» 
appreciate just what the oilier 
required, or find to ofier. 

The " Cooks Tour " visit dues 
lilitJe for either side. Objectives 
need to be discussed and a struc- 
tured plan for Lhe visit worked out. 
Speakers should be briefed, nor 
only as to what tliey are to tulk 
about, hut also as to tnelr audience. 

Finns should not look on schools 
as a dumping ground for obsolete 
and useless equipment* but give 
thought as to what might be of 
educational use, and offer some 
practical follow up assistance should 
it be used. A guiilo derailing some 
of these activities is available from 
UBI. 

The lesson to he learned is n rela- 
tively simple one and that is, tliat 
so far as the provisiun of resources 
goes, it niusL he a joint _ef fort, with 
a real need being Identified. ' It is 
also worth recognizing that educa- 
tion nued not always be on tlie 
receiving end— it does have exper- 
tise in many areas itself, which 
could be nffered to companies. 

Examples might include the 
research work carried out by a 
school in Reddltcli- for a local com- 
pany, or the translation of letters 
relating to export orders, or even 
helping to run a company news- 
paper. The name of the game is 
understanding— o mutual under-

standing of the role which both 
oduculiou and industry play In our 
society, and this is best achieved 
by joint efforts at the local level. 

It must start, however, by educa- 
tion and Industry each Knowing 
their own business thoroughly and 
then being able to coiutn uni cute It,

These Sim It its, specially designed hy 
Dr Simpson n reader in education tit 
the University of ilong Kong, are 
Intended “to teach the basic prin- 
ciples common to all O level 
Courses 3 *. They are also said to be 
“ sufficiently flexible for use in any 
secondary school system On 
first inspection the contents of 
these boxes seem a disappointing 
return for the money.

The kits are indeed simple and not 
uhoap ; hut there is no particular 
reason why they should be cheap if 
they are effective. 

Looking more carefully at the 
kits one can appreciate the cure 
with which they nave been designed 
to provide a compact collection of 
items which are adequate for carry- 
ing out the simple investigations 
of light which are needed at 0 
level. Nevertheless, It is to be honed

f iunying trie kits are quite detailed, 
tut the vocabulary might prove dif- 
ficult for nnn-0 level classes. Yet, 
it is certainly the less able pupils 
who will most often be presented 
with them. 

As ii would cost about £900 to 
provide an average size class with 
enough of these kiis to allow them 
to work in pairs progressing through 
topics together it Is likely time must 
teachers will only be able to afford 
to use them with groups that are 
engaged on different topics. There 
will then be problems with pupils 
who will be uuablo to progress to 
the more advanced kits before they 
hove completed the simpler experi- 
ments. Teachers may, however, wel- 
come (base simple kits as a solution 
to their equipment problems. 

Anyone who believes that these 
kits offer a solution to their parti- 
cular problems should first examine 
the kits they intend to buy. It 
would be unwise to rely entirely 
on a catalogue description.

The deles reviewed, here are all

The folio Gases mid 
their Laws can be selected ns a typi- 
cal physics folio fairly reflecting 
both the merits and die short- 
comings of rite remaining foHoa. 

On the credit side the series must 
be acknowledged for its excellence 
ia quality of reproduction and apt- 
ness of illustration. Equally praise- 
worthy is the manner in which sylla- 
bus material has been chosen for 
illustration and discussion. Thus 


Gases and their Laws opens with 
a pair of slides encouraging a dis- 
cussion of the relevance or mole-

cular motion and bombardment to 
pressure, moves on to illustrations 
of the apparatus For Boyle's Law 
and Charles's Law, and then pro- 
gresses tli rough slides of the con- 
stant volume gas thermometer to 
introduce molecular speeds and the 
Maxwell-Boltimann distribution, 

Xt is better tp have performed 
an experiment than to hear It des- 
cribed and It is also better to look 
ut a piece of apparatus rather than 
copy it from a drawing, ft would 
certainly be unfortunate If carefully 
drawn diagrams of apparatus such 
as that for simulating pressure by 
the agitation of small ball-bearings 
in a closed container should be used 
as a substitute for nn actual demon- 
stration. These slides could best be 
used for summarizing. 


Criticism of these fa I ins mu inly 
relates to the teaching notes 
accompanying the wallets. Helpful 
os they are in indicating rhe range 
of material covered hy the folio 
they contain a number of errors. 
Some, such as the omission of 
symbols and sometimes whole 
equations, should have been easily 
detectable at the proof reading 
stage. Others, for example, as ilic 
erroneous definition of a second 
as “ 9 172 631 770 cycles of a certain 
wavelength emitted by caesium 
atoms*’ should have been spotted 
by anyone aware of the tendency 
for these notes to err in such 
matters. More serious, perhaps, is 
the suggestion that Lhe expression 
PV”RT eaji bo derived from the 
mathematical expressions fur Buylc's 
Law and Charles’s Law. This latter 
deduction is now genera I ly recog- 
nized as illogical. 

Some things slides can do very 
well and it is extremely useful 
when discussing the micrometer 
screwgaugo to Imre a slide such 
as that found In the folio Mass, 
Length, and Time which Illustrates 
the scales on a large projection 
and to enable readings to he taken. 
It Is ulso helpful to have slides 
illustrating research and Industrial 
.applications of principles en- 
countered in Lhe O level course. 
A particularly helpful sequence is 
included in rho folia Magnetic 
Effects of Currents where there 
are diagrams of the electric bull, 
a loudspeaker, a miernphuue und 
a magnetic recording liuud.

The Humberside regional group 
of Standing Conference on Schools 
Science and Technology have 
already prepared trial materials for 
first, middle and upper school 
levels. This work is being carried 
on with tho support and encourage- 
ment of the Department of Energy, 
which plans to publish curriculum 
materials by 1980. 

In universities there are six first 
degree courses with energy in tlie 
tide. Most are exclusively techni- 
cal courses, offshoots of the main 
engineering disciplines ; but 111 
some there seems to bo an nt tempt 
to meet the new situation with a 
fresh approach. 

The first energy studies courso in 
a polytechnic bus rcccnrlv been 
npproved by the CNAA. This has 
been the result of a four year de- 
velopment programme Rt Sunder- 
land Folytccluilc. While there is a 
diversity of educational alms, aca- 
demic developments in schools and 
higher education are linked; this 
interaction must be re&gnlMid and 
exploited, where tills can be done 
in a way wliich Is consistent with 
tho nlms oE all parties. 

This is not to udvoente distorting 
a school curriculum to suit the 
needs of the fow who will go on 
to higher education, but merely to 
ensure that it docs not conflict 
with these needs. The healtliy 
development of energy studies at 
die higher level is necessary for 
the healtliy development in 
schools, and vice versa. There 
must be n consensus on basic ques- 
tions of philosophy. : 

Energy studies are about many 
things and there are 1 a number of 
different ways in which they can 
be approached. Nevflrtfcele&fi, tho 
issues are inevitably; interdisciplin- 
ary. requiring inputs from physical 
ana Social sciences, with the tliemM 
of decision making, resources. «td 
conservation constantly r««rrl^..

Notes made when I was a sLudent 
on teaching practice in 1966 rend 
like instant history. The small 
village school where I faced my 
first class has probably closed be- 
cause of dwindling numbers, the 
secondary schools have been re- 
organized, and the college oE educa- 
tion (« name acquired while 1 was 
there) has become a department in 
a polytechnic. 

I hope the atmosphere recorded 
in ray notes has also changed. It 
was 12 years ago, and I lacked ex- 
perience. Bat I stand by the 
account I mote at the end of tho 
three-year course. “ Two schools 
provided some vary happy weeks, a 
third discouraged and saddened me. 

“My first practice was a joy. 
teaching a class of 20 juniors aged 
seven to 11 in a village primary 
school. My supervisor, from the 
education department of the college, 
came once, at lunchtime. He was 
given a hot sausage roll by the 1 
headmaster’s wife; ne talked about 
bark-rubbing and plaster casts with, 
the head 5 then he left, 

'“The next practice was at bur 
city’s only coeducational secondary 
modem. This was i deceptively 
pleasant introduction tb the second 
half of my junior-secondary course. 
The rude awakening was In the 
third year, 

“'Hie boys’ secondary school in 
which I was placed serves part of 
a vast overspill council estate o» 
tlie ‘ outskirts of the city. A tech- 
nical school takes away any par- 
ticularly bright lads that the gram- 
mar school has missed. An IQ of 
100 ia tho highest recorded among 
the 400 pupils. - SLUdents know this 
as a * tough ’ school. 

“Dliring our preliminary visit the 
head gave advice on dealing with 
the boys. The college, he said, was 
out of .touch with Hto in the schools,

anyone of my name in his school. 
He even got my name wrong when 
I went to say goodbye. 

" Tho staff, with some notable 
exceptions, appeared to despair of 
treating most of the pupils as 
humati. The setting for their staff- 
room discussions was one of ripped 
arm-chairs and chipped tea-cups. , 

“Talking with them, frequent 
use of the cane did seem the only 
way to obtain discipline. It was 
certainly the accepted way. Most 
of these teachers would have liked 
a better atmosphere in tho school, 
but circumstances made It difficult 
for any one teacher to affect 

changes." 

My notes of 1966, sounding like 
a college essay, go on to say: “the 
■physic tuly nnd socially unattractive 
staffroom was the centre of an un- 
heal tliy attitude towards the pupils". 
I was reporting accurately when I 
continued. “ Here tho boys were 
I ‘bloody cabbages’ or they ‘ought 
to be strung up by their thumbs’. 
Out in tlie corridors shouts would 
tell boys to ‘keep moving 1 when, 
as far as I could see, they- were 
already returning to their class- 
room from assembly in a perfectly 
orderly fashion." . 

Then comes a piece straight from 
1 a student’s heart. “Lessons never 


started with the polite behaviour 
that I had hoped for. It was diffi- 
cult by normal methods to stimulate 
and maintain real interest for tmy 
length of time. Discipline came 
only as the result of two or three 
minutes’ hard work. , , . 

“I did not have the use of tlio 
cane (nor did I cause any boy tn 
be caned), instead I demanded an 
apology and an explanation when a 
boy came In Hate and went to his 
seat, ignoring me. If a hook was 
I mishandled I made the boy respon- 
\ slble for collecting the books and 
utting them away afterwards. If

I banished Jilin to a spot on 
own. 

"Was.it necessary, or really pos- 
sible, to make the punishment fit 
the crime? S think that.it was 
better than using violent methods.” 
My notes don’t record what 
punishment I would have chosen for 
bullying. 

It was shortly aftor I wrote those 
notes that I was not far from this 
school bn a Saturday evening. A 
youth was pounding the head of 
another against a brock wall. I was 
idiot enough to say, “Take st 
easy”, end a fist promptly landed, 
very fiivrily, on my jaw. 

The hoys had only recently' left 
school, probably tho school where 
I had been teaching. I remember it 
reinforced my doubts about the use 
of physical violence, in or out of 
school. . , 

I concluded my notes by record- 
ing how thankful 1 was that the 
same problems did not exist in the 
co -educational secondary school, in 
a rural area, where I bad just token 
up my first appointment.

It is not for nothing that cowboys,

Some of this romance has • cer- 
tainly been tapped in. the pages of 
Macdopald's two new 'series, Time- 
span and Living History, both 
colourful, carefully researched, and 
full of fascination. Best of the Living 
History series is Com boys, irresist- 
ible for its explanation of the 
modem cowboy’s descent from the 
Spanish herdsman, for its account 
of the cowboy's technical expertise 
and for Its glossary of jargon and 
cowboy slang. Sailors, too, is out- 
standing for quantity and rariety 
of information as well as for Its pre- 
sentation: you can find out what 
the dog watch was, what a marlin 
spike was for, how to fell a midship- 
i from a boatswain, and a British 
from a rrencji marine. 

' Knights differs slightly from its 
companions in containing’ besides 
a description of the Crusaders' way 
of life, a great deni of narrative— 
narrative winch is not just roman- 
tic but romanticised, portraying tha 
Crusades as “ the supreme gesture 
nr chivalry and Ignoring Western 
Europe s pangs of land hunger niul 
the conviction of peasant and noble 
alike that there was laud to be had 
for the taking in Palestine.

'Trains and boats and planes travel 
happily in a multitude of children « 
book The subject of transport is 
splendid instunl sodul history. 
Interests nf all kinds are satisfied : 
fashion u hie ladies sit perched in 
their open carriages ; daring men 
climb into their curs to break speed 
records ; pistons are held mot ion- 
less in their cylinders while arrows 
surround them mid point out the 
intricacies of two-siroke and four- 
stroke engines ; horses plod reassur- 
ingly along canal tow-paths and so 
on. It is as romantic and technical 
as you wunt and provides oul stand- 
ing value for illustrators. 

It is not so easy for Lext-wr iters, 
however. Specific topics, as distinct 
from transport in general, run the 
danger of being too detailed and 
technical, fqj’ young children, and 
the greatest skill, .of, .lhc writer lies 
in providing an accurate and suffi- 
ciently detailed text that will 
st re ten lively, inquiring minds bur 

w will not be too difficult for younger 

7 or slower ones. 

The big, glossy Transport, by Bill 
Gunston ( Macmillan £2.95), one of 
a new series, is outstanding in the 
qnaMty of printing and tiie photo- 
graphs and pictures are beautifully 
reproduced. Bill Gunston's text is 
admirable but unsuitable for very 
young' cltildren who will neverthe- 
less respond to the magnificent 
illustrations. Older children will be 
captivated by tlio pictures and thus 
easily trapped into the browsing 
kind OF research that is the bane nf 
class project work. I ani not sm« 
who will use this book, but I urge 
every school library to buy ir. 

My Big Book of Cars, Sbips and 
Planes (Macdonald £1.75) is cer- 
tainly intended for young children. 
It Is an example of the sort of thing 
these publishers do rather well : 
simple, lively illustrations with in- 
formative text. But accmay is sacri- 
ficed occasionally. I do not see why 
even very young children should be

drawings must then be judged on 
their sensitivity to tho period and 
on their intrinsic aesthetic quality. 
All the books hero under review 
belong to tho hitter group. 

What People Wore succeeds 
because Douglas Gorslino expresses 
himself in the tradition of tho 
etcher-on graver. “ Sensitive " is not 
n misnomer in the case of tills largo 
tbine with 1.800 delicate illus- 
trations spanning tho period from 
Antiquity to the twentieth century 
and including the diversities of 
American costume. Tlbe text Is brief 
but clear, mid the book 'is punc- 
tuated by rime-charts' of political 
and cultural events. It amply justi- 
fies Its description as a . visual" 
history of dress.' 

Dm-een Yavwood’s Encyclopaedia 
of World Costtmie' is a new depar- 
ture, being arranged in nlphabeticnj 
order regardless of period. It is 
a comprehensive anti .useful book 
but unfortunately the “2,000- draw- 


ls rtF meticulous detail ” turn out 
to be rnllier oimmonplace pen, ink 
and wash illusinithnis which reduce 
every style to a norm of plodding 
dullness. 

Marion Siclid's latest additions to 
tho Costume Reference series (Nos 
7 mid 8 : The Ethuardiiins and 
J9 18-1939) are well orgaui/ed mid 
their ill usi rations nro adequate. The 
texts make no concessions to child- 
ren who nre not thoroughly literate 
but they have a comprehensive 
glossary of terms, and would be use- 
ful for school productions. 

Polk Costumes of the World is 
informative and would be of Inter- 
est to anyone interested in botii 
peasnnt costume and peasant dnnee. 
The blurb claims that the ‘‘‘SO mag- 
nificent colour plates depicting the 
costumes nnd their intricate details 
hnve been drawn with sensitivity". 
In fact they have been produced 
with a remarkable lack of that in- 

g redient. The book might have 
ecu more aptly titled “A tourist’s 
puiue to Plastic Peasontry" with its 
inanely smirking puppets in crude 
colour. 

An enjoyable Christinas present 
for tho eight to 11 year olds would 
be ono of the Dover colouring books 
of uniforms, together with a box 
of coloured pencils. The drawings 
aro slick, on*] Mr Copeland seems to 
have trouble when drawing -knees, 
but the subject matter is dramatic. 
Tiie early American Civil War uni- 
forms aro often extraordinary, being 
drawn from such exotic sources as 
the army of Nnpoleon TH of France, 
room tho national costume of tho 
Algerian Zouaves, or from the green 
uniform of the Italian Bor sag li ere 
sharpshooters with their wide- 
brimmed, extravagantly feathered 
hats. _ 

Colouring books ipay not eftoour- 
age angtoahty, but they have one 
solid virtue. Con Ural is essential to 
an artist, and learning to prevent 
colour front bursting out of Us con- 
fines in careless excrescences cati- 
not be a waste of time.

Tho most sumptu- 
ous and generally informative hook 
is from the Mucmillun Colour Lib- 
rary. I llku die section on how we 
know what we know, and tho actual 
fossil reproductions like the dino- 
saur eggs front the Gobi Desert nnd 
tho extinct amphibian, alongside the 
imagined, though not fanciful, crea- 
tures, reptile and mammal, flying or 
amphibian. There are well-presen- 
ted charts ou the time-scale and 
early reptiles. It is particularly 
pood on the oxoric creatures, includ- 
ing mammals, that once flourished 
in various parts of tiie world and ou 
tho evolution of modem species like 
the horse and elephant. Truth is 
stronger titan fiction. If, say, styca- 
saurus and stegosaurus — a great 
favourite with children foritsbohy 
plates and spiky mil — bad never 
existed it would, ono feels, 
have been impossible for the human 
imagination to invent them. 

Only half the price Exploring the 
Age of dinosaurs is cramped and 
bitty and shows more than It can 


explain. Bin you could still get botii 
the so-called “Super" bunks for 
much less nnd tlioso scorn moro 
informative, though the exopshion 
is much “heavier” and the concent 
overlaps a bit. 

Separata books on dinosaur 
species nuty appear to verge on 
suiirnialry. fit this series there Is on 
interesting attempt to nuiko (lie 
saurian mode of existence real for' 
children by weaving a story round 
tho creatures (“ All nt once, stega- I 
sruirus cumo to a break in the 
trees’') tills kind of thing seems 
uneasily slung between minimal 
facts that have to bo teased with 
infinite expertise into really solid 
information and tihe kind of little 
stray very easily eo-mo by. But as 
foctoldal draniadoc is hugely popu- 
lar, tviin wiH predict the outcome 
for this series ? At any rate, I 
hope no climatic changes in she 
publishing industry will make such 
enterprises extinct, 

Dinosaurs and extinct creatures, 
all of “oarlier ond other Croatian” 
are a way in, through the child’s 
imagination, to a sense of tlio his- 
tory of our world- They ere a study 
in how we come to know tilings, 
what counts as evidence and how 
it can be used. They aro also fun — 
all that unholy living and dying. At 
any rato, nty four-year-old always 
travels with a stegosaurus.

with frequent quotations front In- 
dian proverbs, songs, sayings and 
reminiscences nf great chiefs. In 
portraying the history of ihe Indian 
■ t docs more than just capita line 
on a child's interest in the subject ; 
it portrays eloquently the funda- 
mental conflict between two alien 
cultures. 

The Bedouin maintains the high 
standard of presentation set by 
enrlicr titles in the series. It is a 
pity that the effect of oil on the 
economies nf tlie lands through 
which the Bedouin roam is aiily 
hinted at in the main text and 
trented Ln detail on only one page 
out of 32. There ore one or two 
confusing expressions and not many 
children will have the adjective 
“ caieudrical 11 in their vocabulary 
(nor do many dictionaries).

The Illustrated Golden Bough. By 
Sir James George Frazer. (General 
editor Mary Douglas).

The Illustrated Golden Bough is a 
misleading rilie, since the business 
of illustrating n history of primitive 
religion must have been simple 
. enough ; it is much more romark- 
: oblc that here is a new abridgement 
•of the million mid u half words flint 
{comprise die third edition of The 
1 Golden Bough. 

Indeed abridgement hardly seems 
forceful enough a term for what 
has here been done to Frazer’s 
meandering pilgrimage through 
' what he called “ the for-spreading 
fields of primitive thought”. Thir- 
teen-volumes ha v'o been reduced to 
250 pages, of which not mure than 
a dozeu - aie without illustrations. 
‘What remains of the original texr, 
therefore, is only a tiny fragment, 
although original it is, since Sabine 
MncCormack, who made the abridge- 
ment, lias preserved “almost ver- 
.batim" Frazer’s own wording. 

Dr MacCormack has added a 
brief editorial note at Lhe end of 
:t he book, in which she explains the 
principles by which she made hm‘ 
selection. She has isolated and clni'i- 
fied Frazer's central theme by rcdUc- 
iing tlie overwhelming q mint ity of 
evidence he offered. In this edition, 


tlieoi'y and evidence are present in 
ron^lvly equivalent proportions, 
iHihke the much longer abridge- 
ment made by Frazer himself, which 
is still available in paperback. 

This volume is presumably in- 
tended to introduce Frazer to new 
renders, but in tbc absence of foot- 
notes or bibliography tlie only con- 
cession to the novice is a short 
Introduction by Professor Mary 
Douglas. She argues here that it is 
Important to sec Frazer as represen- 
tative of a period, us a nineteenth- 
century classicist, exploring one of 
the great contemporary puzzles. Un- 
fortunately, her introduction fails 
to sot Frazer in his intellectual con- 
text and makes a poor beginning for 
any would-be anthropology student. 
For example, there is no mention of 
Tylor, whose ardent disciple Frazer 
was, Nor is there auy indication of 
the achievements of other contem-

the pictures and captions carry 
much of the meaning of the volume. 
In fact, they are often redundant or 
trivial. 

For example, a photograph of

telescope, three exposures" docs 
nothing to illustrate the relation 
between "Man and the Universe 
Photographs of Holloway Prison 
(“ Tabooed Acts and Persons") and 
Arsenal v Stoke (“The Saturnalia 
and Kiudred Festivals") eve ainti- 
larly nugatory. My own favourite 
reveals "The Relativity of know- 
ledge” by juxtaposing an 
eighteenth-century engraving of a 
chemist’s laboratory and a twendetih- 
century photograph of a lot of test- 
tubes m the Laboratory of Chroma- 
tography, Oxford. These . illustra- 
tions degrade illustrations, besides 
distracting the patient reader, (as 
Frazer endearingly addresses one) 
from The Golden Bough itself. 

The text Is a welcome relief, with 
Its elegant style, out-dated manner- 
toms and theories; it is still an 
important work in its own right. 
Ycr somehow It has been denatured 
by abridgement. Tlie' essence of The

Superficially a colourful, “fun” 
book, it is also n very dangerous 
muddle of fact and fiction. On one 
pane we uvu being shown Imw i«» 
make a Hansel and Crulel house 
out uf 22 toilet rail tubes; on un- 
til her we arc told exactly what 
words in say to put a curse on some- 
one, hud that wc can protect our- 
selves from witches if wo out mari- 
gold flowers fur breakfast. Between 
Mich infermntion there are a num- 
ber nf smiigiit-fuced accounts of 
famous witches and witch-humors. 

Obviously witchcrnft Is a pure of 
our heritage ; It bus a place In our 
history. Obviously It can form n 
springboard Iqr topic work In 
school. Rut .it does seetn to me 
lltiit it Is bust treated with healthy 
laughter and scepticism or (at 
number level) with proper historical 
insight. 

It Is fair enough to suaaest that 
young childron make cut-outs from 
black cardboard nt Hallowc’ep hut 
ta suggest in the same breath that 
witches were quite nice people 
really, that their curses worked and 


that black magic Is fun is to take 
the first, steps towards a surrender 
to the powers of darkness (which 
exist sa long as you treat them 
seriously). It Is not enough .to dis- 
miss Witches and Wizards as 
“just" a children’s book about 
harmless superstitions. By accept- 
ing the supursll tions uncritically, it 
preserves their power. 

A much nastier hook is Olga 
Hoyt's Exorcism. It explores many 
of tho more sordid aspects of the 
'subject in a pseudo-moral way, im- 
plying that it Is the kind of filing- 
you don’t want to read about so 
read on lo find out why. I cannot 
sec why any publisher should direct 
such a' superficial working over of 
cases of upnarent devil-possession to 
young readers. It is particularly 
'disturbing to find that it conclude;; 
with an uncritical description of 
Fetor Blatiy's exploitation of the 
subject in The Exorcist, 

For those who really do want a 
reference book for the sciinol lib- 
rury o n magic and the ' occult, then 
a much safer bet is Pat Hodgson's 
handsome, oxcellemly illustrated 
and refreshingly low-key Witchcraft 
and Magic. Written with iirecisioii 
and healthy objectivity, tails Is a 
honk which, thank goodness, avoids 
being either flippant or lurid.

An alternative dream 


Nicholas Wapslioft on the films of flic Weimar Republic 


lii the 35 years and 17 cnvcniiiiuiit'i 
or the Weimar Republic, the Gor- 
man film industry readied a quiiliiy 
ami output surpassed only by Holly- 
wood. By the mid twenties it was 
producing about 200 films n war 
ot every different type. The ‘new 
constitution caused a mood of ex- 
periment which was cauglit in film : 
expressionism, progressiva sexual 
themes and, latterly, a concern for 
the sodal Issues of the day filled 
the screens. 

As pare of the Seventies Meet the 
Twenties event orgo nixed bv the 
Goethe Institute, the National’ Film 
lacatre are showing a season of 
entertainment films of this period. 
It runs until November 9 and shows 
what, for many, will be an un- 
familiar and surprising aspect of 
German film making in the twen- 
ties. Romances, farces and come- 
dies seem less characteristic of 
\\eimar films than the atmospheric 
and heavily shadowed dramas of 
rritx Lang or the fanciful horrors 
of F. W. Murnau. 

But these light-hearted films can 
tell us just as much nbout die 
nature of life In Weimar Germuny 
ftS Jhc more obviously significant 
works. They offered to their audi- 
ences a contrast and escape from 
fne gloomy climate of reparations 
and inflation which filled life out- 
side the ciuemas.

A wave of extrava- 
gant entertainment films were made 
during the thirties in America in 
response to the 3929 Crash and the 
Depression which followed, 'flic 
German emertnimnent films of the 
twenties were like a dress relieursnl 
lor Hollywood who plundered them 
for inspiration. Many of the Holly- 
wood directors hod, in any case, 
come to America from Germuny in 
search of the money, talent and 
freedom ofFercd or to escape the 
growing perils of living under 
Nazism. 

The main Weimar entertainment 
directors were Ernst Lubitsch, 
Wilhelm Thiele, Friedrich *(F. ton 
Murnau mid Paul Czlnuer ; and 
among the screen writers (who in- 
clude a Billy Wilder) the most 
eminent was Carl Mayer, an 
Austrian, who worked closely with 
Murnau and Czlnner.

There were 130 entries in this year’s 
" loot’s Make a Filin " festivui com- 
inired with about 80 whon it was 
Inst lielil two years ago.

This says a lot 
about the growing interest in film 
ami media studies, though it is 
significant thut most of the entries 
were from primary schools. 

-Apparently tiio emphasis is on 
Jfteory^in secondary schools that 
tench film studies. Curricular and 
flkumcial constraints contribute 
greatly to this, but some examples 
of secondary school work shown in 
this festivui proved dial these 
obstacles can bo overcome. That 
irf they .should be overcome, to give 
children practical experience of 
media as pervasive as film and tele- 
J vi8ion, seems axiomatic. ■ 

That said, It follows that the pro- 
ducts of such practical experience 
should, If die producers wish, be 
subject to some evaluative process, 
aud it seems a pity diet the organi- 
zers of tlie Co-op Film Festival seem 
more concerned with patting every 
entrant on the back than with try- 
ing to offer constructive criticism, 

Xt would bo Insensitive in criticize 
from (he stage during tlie f estiva], 
but it should be possible to give 
some sort of frank assessment, and 
advice, in private. As it is the 
* festival seems indlscrimhumng jn 
its praise, eagerly determined f» 
acclaim anyone who takes up a 
camera. 

One of the most heartening 
aspects of i he festival is the In- 
genuity wiih which some hi-lwols 
get round the constraints. Anima- 
tion, presumably, because of its 
cheapness, was -a favourite tech- 
-..nlq-ue, and it can be .very effect! vd. 
‘Hlralte's Voyage, made by die Half 
Deck -Gkib of the Notional Maritime 
Museum n* waH as being a good

tlie gardener nml liis battle with a 
giant snail. 

Coincidentally, two of the most 
successful dramatic films dealt with 
werewolves. Minet Junior School’s 
The Changeover was vigorously 
acted and technically imaginative 
while Primrose Hill Junior School's 
Curse of the Werewolf used several 
entertaining devices, of which the 
live plasm nccmnpnnlmeiit and the 
cftildren playing adults ns in Alan 
Parker’s Bugsy Malone, were tiio 
most effective. Children took adult 
roles in otlior films, but rarely with 
such punndio. Curse of the Were- 
wolf could have been more carefully 
filmed, however. 

Probably the most disturbing film 
was lihe -last riiown. Don’t Blame Me 
by Essex Ad Hoc Films. Concerned 
with bullying, responsibility and 
thoughtlessness it contained tech- 
nically adroit scenes — some very 
violent — which make up for the less 
than committed acting of the begin- 
ning.
